Anbdp Robinson and the Mollies Mipple Cache

Milford, Utah has long been recognized as an important ship- 
Ping point for livestock, while the valleys surrounding Milford 
provided good grazing lands for cattle and sheep. First came large 
herds of cattle that trailed over the vast free ranges, and by 
1890 the introduction of sheep started to compete with the cattle- 
mens freedom on the range. For decades cowboys and sheepherders 
fought for possession of the best watering holes and grasslands. 
These feuds or range wars as they were-called, became the leading 
cause for death by "lead poisoning" among those hearty individuals 
who followed the livestock industry during the period of six-gun 
law and order. 


This risky but adventuresome lifestyle enticed many young 
men including Andy Robinson who headed West with a cousin from 
Gainesboro, Tennessee in the late 1890's in search of prosperity 
in the untamed West. Upon reaching Wyoming Andy and his cousin 
Steve Brinley found employment on a ranch in Star Valley. In the 
early days Star Valley served as a temporary hiding place for out- 
laws, cattle rustlers and polygamists. Needless to Say, the exper- 
lence was no less than fulfilling for the two teenage greenhorns 
from Tennessee. 


By 1903 Steve Brinley had returned to Gainsboro to resume a 
more subtle lifestyle, while Andy Robinsany yearned tor the wide

ing at the Mollies Nipple campsite near Milford that made an im- 
pression on Andy Robinson to be remembered for the rest of his life. é 
As he casually finished his routine chores around the chuckwagon 

he noticed in the distance, two men on horseback approaching along 
the trail leading from town. The men continued to draw closer and 
finally veered southward, fleeing out of sight behind a small knoll 
at the base of the Picacho Mountains. At first this observation 
seemed ordinary, as it was not uncommon to see people traveling to 
and from the mines in the area, however from Andy's point of view 
these riders appeared to be traveling in hot pursuit until they 
reached the small knoll. Several minutes went by, and finally the 
two men emerged from behind the knoll, only this time they were 
heading in the opposite direction. Andy continued to watch them 


until their dust settled along the old trail between Minersville 
and Frisco. 


Feeling this peculiar behavior might be related to a sheep 
raid, Andy saddled up his horse and set out to make a closer in- 
vestigation of the matter. Once he picked up the trail of the two 
horses he quickly followed their tracks into an area behind the 
knoll. From there he could see that the men had left their horses 
and started walking. Andy followed the footprints for a short dis- 
tance to a point where a small spot showed signs of fresh digging. 
scratching in the dirt with a stick, Andy unearthed a bulging can- 
vas bag full of greenbacks. The find was no doubt an outlaws cache, 


and Andy quicky exited from the site, taking the money with him to 
the sheep wagon. 


Later that afternoon Robinson's boss, Will Crane made his us- 
ual check on the herd and stopped by to visit with Andy. Will Crane ¢ 
soon learned about Andy's discovery and the outlaws hiding place 

behind the small knoll. Realizing that the bandits would soon re- 

turn to retrieve their loot, Will decided to send Andy home with 

the money. As Andy was packing his suitcase to leave on the first 
northbound stage, Will Crane explained to him that he would be a 

rich man, and would never have::to work again—— : 

if he could get safely home with the money. WYOMING RANGE WAR

Cyrus Ingelbursen, foreman of the 
Stevens & Maxwell sheep - ranch, 
twenty-four miles south of Laramie, 
Wyo., reported at that place Tues- 
day afternon that fifteen masked men 
raided his.sheep camp, on Weaver 
ranch, six miles from Tie Siding. The 
foreman and two herders were tied

from Miiford towards Black Rock, by way of Antelope Springs Stat- 
ion, then to Twin Peaks and White Mountain Stations, and easterly & 
to Kanosh. This desolate 65 mile stretch of trail comprised one 

of the most treacherous, outlaw infested portions of the entire 

route between Milford and Salt Lake City. This trip for Andy would 

change his luck for the worse. Somewhere along the desert trail 

between Milford and Black Rock the stage was held up and robbed by 
bandits. Two masked men ordered the passengers out of the coach 

and took their money and vaiuables, including Andy's nest-egg that 

had been carefully tucked away among some clothing in his suitcase. 

very Dassenger on the stagecoach was terrified and feared that 

they would be killed, but no one was hurt and the bandits escaped 

safely with their loot into the surrounding hills. Years later 

Andy Robinson resided at Lewiston, Utah and consistantly told his 
experience, echoing the words of his trail boss Will Crane, who 

claimed that Andy would be a wealthy man if only ke could have made 

it home with all the money. 


According to old timers and local history buffs, there were 
a few bank robberies at Milford around the turn of the century 
that may account for the stolen cache. Various outlaws also in- 
habited this region, including Butch Cassidy, The McCarty Gang, 
pam Ketchum, and the McCoy bandits. It may never be known which 
outlaws participated in this incident, or if the pair of bandits 
that held up the stagecoach could have actually robbed the same 
money twice during the same day. Perhaps research on the numerous 
outlaw hangouts such as Nigger Maggies Resort, McEwen Springs or 
Pinacle Bill's stone cabin hideout may provide some answers. & 


The Mollies Nipple hill stands out along the western edge of 
Milford valley, as a prominent landmark. During the late 1920's 
or early 1930's one of Milford's residents was hunting rabbits in 
the vicinity of Mollies Nipple and chanced on to an old rotting 
canvas bank or mail bag of uncertain origin. Even though the bag 
was empty it does add to the’legend of Mollies Nipple and the poss- 


ibility for other outlaw caches that could be hidden in the hills 
around Milford.
